Houston Buying Expressway Land, 
City Manager Informs Atlantans

In order to relieve traffic congestion in the downtown areas, the 
eity of Houston, Texas, is preparing to build an express, highway, ac- 
cording to John P. Edy, city manager, who is in Atlanta for an ad- 
dress to the graduating class at Georgia Tech tomorrow, Edy is now 


in his third year as city manager 


of Houston. 


“In Houston we have not tried? course, makes for efficiency and 


to build up a postwar building 
fund,” said Edy. “We have spent 


our money as fast as we could get 
it. The express highway project is 
an example. We have been buying 
the land for it as fast as we could 
get the money. Right now, we 
have set up a real estate office 
and are buying the land just zs 
any private realtor would do. In 
that way, we have made progress 
and during the next year we ex- 
pect to begin to construct the new 
express highway. 

“Some cities have hoarded mon- 
ey for this type of work, but not 
Houston. We have had so much to 
do that we didn’t want to delay 
the work by waiting for the post- 
war period.” 

Edy said that last year the peo- 
‘ple of Houston voted a $45,000,00 

nd issue for new improvements. 
Of this total, $10,000,000 will be 
available next year for capital ex- 
penditures. Thiss Edy said, is in 
addition to the normal] annual 
budget, amounting to about $10,- 
000,000. 

Edy, who is one of the country’s 
best known experts at city man- 
agement, praised the “council- 
manager” form of municipal gov 
ernment. This, he explained, is 
where the city manager works un- 
der the direction of an elective 
council. 

“Such a form of government,” 
he said, “gives both authority and 
responsibility and that’s what you 
must have to put through an ef- 
fective administration of govern- 
ment. Thus, the nine members of 
the city council of Houston, act- 
ing together, can give me any or- 


ders they like; but no one mem. | 


ber of the council can give me 
any orders whatever. That does

“On that topic,” he commented, 
“there are different problems in- 
volved, and no general rule in ref- 
|erence to compulsory consolida- 
| tion is good. 
| “For instance, a large city, like 
| Atlanta, ought to have a better 
‘health service than the county of 
‘which it is a part. Now, if the 
people of the county wish it, there 
is no reason why the county 
'should not arrange with the city 
to furnish it health service. In 
the same way, the city might pro- 
vide the educational services, or 
any other necessary services, for 
the county. But I wouldn’t favor 
any of this if the people them- 
selves didn’t voluntarily agree to 
it. I can see no advantage in com- 
pulsory or statutory consolida- 
tion.” 
| Edy, a native of Missouri, was 
graduated in civil engineering 
from the University of Missouri 
and in political science from the 
University of California. He 
worked as an engineer in both 
Missouri and Montana. From 1918 
to 1923, he was chief engineer of 
the Montana Highway Depart- 
ment.

President Truman announced to- 
| day he is going to ask congress for 
‘some kind of peacetime military 
'training for all the young men of 
America, and Secretary of War 
Patterson asked it to combine the 
Army and Navy. 

Both proposals are aimed at 
keeping America strong even in a 
world at peace. But conflicting 
views tugged at them—to such an 
extent that their legislative future | 
is uncertain. 

Mr. Truman will address senate 
and house Tuesday on military 
training—in person. He has a sell- 
ing job to do in a congress re- 
luctant even to consider the sub- 
ject now. 
|PATTERSON’S PLEA 

Patterson talked to the Senate 
Military Committee. He urged it 
to act quickly on a plan to merge 
the armed forces, with subordinate 
branches for air, ground and sea. 
‘Some of his reasons: 
| 1. It’s the best way to maintain 
American security and “the con- 


tinuation ef world peace.” 
2. It would. havePapved billions. 
during the war and” might have 


‘ended it sooner. 

3. It can bring about many econ- 
omies now by stopping “conflict, 
duplication and overlapping. Right 
here in Washington the Army and 
‘Navy have duplicate depots, hos- 
pitals, airfields and repair shops.”

4. Unified command worked in 
the field during the war—but “ade- 
quate co-operation” was possible in 
Washington only through the Pres- 
ident as commander in chief. 

5. Army and Navy now have no. 
chance to submit a single defense | 
plan to congress. 

As the secretary finished, Act- 
ing Chairman Edwin C. Johnson, 
Democrat, Colorado, called the 
merger plan “logical and convinc- 
ing.” But next week the commit- 
tée hears. the Navy, which is ex- 
pected to oppose the plan.

But even so numer- 
ous Congressmen don’t think much 
of the idea. 

Some say there’s too much pres- 
sure on them now to get men out 
of uniform without cooking up 
trouble over peacetime conscrip- 
tion. Some want to see if a re- 
cruiting program won’t make con- 
scription unnecessary.

This authority, if created, would 
be modeled after TVA. 

Twenty-two persons, including 
mayors, representatives of civic 
groups and chambers of commerce, 
already have signed a petition ask- 
ing for the Authority. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce at Macon has 
taken the lead in advocating such 
a devélopment. All municipalities 
in the Altamaha basin have join- 
ed in the movement.

Military Style Watches - 
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The Grass on the Other Side 


Despite Treasury Secretary Vinson’s 
repeated warning that we must not cut 
more than $5,000,000,000 from federal rev- 
enues, various pressure groups continue to 
press for additional tax decreases. 


Five billion dollars, says Mr. Vinson, is 
the absolute limit of tax reduction to be 
effectuated without jeopardizing the na- 
tion’s economic well-being. And even this, 
though Mr. Vinson doesn’t say so, will be 
just that much more added to the already 
dangerous inflation potential. 


Taxes serve two purposes in times like 
these: To support the government and to 
siphon off superfluous spending power 


which tends to send the price of scarce 
items skyrocketing. Not only is our gov- 
ernment currently in the worst fiscal posi- 
tion of its history, but the wartime short- 
ages of consumer goods continue acute. 


We must remember that inflation con- 
tinues to threaten us. And we must not 
forget the lesson taught by the disastrous 
inflationary boom and collapse which fol- 
lowed the last war, when 106,000 busi- 
nesses failed and 450,000 farms were fore- 
closed. 


The grass on the other side of the tax- 
reduction fence looks green, to be sure. 
But let’s not jeopardize the future*in our 
eagerness for tax relief. 


This Much, At Least, They Can Do 


A solution to Atlanta’s worsening traf- 

fic congestion seems lost, for the.moment, 
in a discouraging morass of charges, coun- 
ter charges and buck passing. 
- The immediate problem can be solved 
only by intelligent and forthright action,

Let's Keep an Eye on the Bench 


Realizing that a court must weigh out 
justice in the interest of all the people; 
wishing nothing more from the courts, 
the people nevertheless will be keeping 
an eye on the bench to see what happens 
to the many cases of disorderly conduct, 
and worse, growing out of the present 
local labor troubles. 


The Constitution weeks ago published 
the police court records of some of the 
labor officials now again in the police 
courts. 1 


The Constitution asked then, of «the 
members of the locals which these men 
represent, if they, the members, knew 
what sort of leadership they had and if 
that was the type men they wanted to 
represent them in bargaining. 


The records show a curious, but per- 
haps explainable fact. These men have 
had their cases “checked” time and time 
again. After long delay they are dismissed 
or settled with small fines. 


One of the worst features of law en- 
forcement is the fact that police officers 
must appear in court on their own time. 
This is wrong and ought to be changed. 


It enables the skilled police court law- 
yer, with the help of a friendly judge, to 
“check” cases time after time. At last 
there comes a day when the weary police 
officer fails to appear in court. On that 
day the defendant’s lawyer hastily pre- 
sents his case. There is no prosecution. 
It is dismissed. 


There is an ugly report going the 
rounds that because some of these men 
threater the power of their votes, they 
get “easier” treatment than others. This, 
The Constitution is unwilling to believe. 


Yet the record of dismissals and light 
penalties for offenses which cost the poor 


and the unknown long sentences and stiff 


fines, is a curious one. 


The public will do well to watch.

xg re We are a loose-jointed nation, dependent on 
votes for action, eagerly demanding a free and brawling press which 
we permit a portion of irresponsibility rather than infringe the 
slightest on that freedom. 
We are a nation which believes in the inherent right of the

places. So much do we believe in this that we permit the dan- 
gerous fact of half-truths and smear campaigns to intrude on our 
national society. 

At the same time we know a vast amount about psychology, 
individual and group. Our research scientists came up with the 
atomic bomb and many technological inventions which, as soon as 
they can be integrated with industry, will enable industry gen- 
erally to advance its efficiency of production about 30 per cent. 

Yet, despite all our penchant for yapping and beefing and 
shooting off our mouths; despite all our knowledge of psychology 
and science and education, a perfectly preposterous paradox af- 
flicts us. 

When it comes to informing its own people and the other peo- 
ples of the world what America is, what its foreign policy means, 
we do the worst sort of a job. The big, yapping giant loses his 
voice, suffering from chronic laryngitis. 

The greatest of powers—it has nothing to say for itself. 


The other peoples of the world keep up a steady flow of infor- 


mation, news and propaganda about their aims, objectives, pur- — 


poses, intents and so on. 

But the greatest power in the world is voiceless between wars. 
When war comes we do a good job, a@ really excellent one. But 
between wars, when the voice of this nation is needed as greatly as 
during war, it is silent. : 

It possesses no effective, continuing method of telling the world, 
day by day, what it thinks about its own domestic problems; what 
it believes and feels about world problems, . 

The world hears only from Private Citizen Crackpot; or from the 
Gerald Smiths; or from Senator or Congressman Eccentric. It gets 
only the sensational essence of their remarks. It hears an occasional 
discussion by the President of the United States and it almost 
never gets more than a few essential paragraphs. The complete text 
of statements by aur government heads rarely, if at all, finds its 
way to the eyes or ears of the rest of the world. 


This is not merely wrong. It is dangerous. It makes 

Dangerous a very considerable difference in world affairs. 
These other powers keep up a continuing flow of interpretation 
and background. They have the ear of the world all to themselves. 


They tell the world what they want it to hear. But, more im- 
portant, they tell the world what thty want it to hear about us. 


What follows is perfect human nature. The world, not hearing 
anything from us, believes what it hears from others. This has 
been true for a long, long time. It is an unfortunate, and unneces- 
sary fact, that the peoples of the world know far less about us 
than they do smaller and less powerful nations. 

Indeed, many untrue and unreasonable opinions about us have 
for years been skillfully implanted in the minds of peoples. 

I doubt if one per cent of the American people realize that for 
many, many decades newspapers of many countries, not all of them 
small, have published only so-called news services supplied them 
gratis by other nations. The same is true of radio broadcasts. 

There are vast “desert areas” where now, as before the war, 
no news of America is heard. 
; . Now, no one wants the government of the 
Not in Business United States to go into the business of sup- 
plying news. During the war OWI (Office of War Information) 
generally did an excellent job. Here and there some of its men 
confused propaganda and publicity with news. The results were 
bad. But in the main the job was good. 

Now OWI is gone. That is proper. It was a wartime agency. 

The State Department will continue to send its embassies texts 
of reports and speeches by important government officials and de- 
partments. It will send background material on officials. 

But it emphatically will not compete with private business. 

The great responsibility, therefore, falls on the American pub- 
lishers, editors and, especially, on the press associations and news 
services. 

We don’t want government in the business. Government doesn’t 
want in the business. 

We believe in private enterprise and in the competitive system. 

The task is for that free, competitive system to find a way to 
serve its country; to make it articulate, to clear up the laryngitis 
so that the giant may speak in his own behalf and be heard.

Revealed Secret : 


WASHINGTON.—After the Battle of Midway 

| = the Department of Justice moved to indict The 
Chicago Tribune for the publication of certain 

information of vital importance to the national security. 


In order to avoid any charge of political persecution @ former 
Republican attorney general, William D. Mitchell, was placed in 
charge of the case, with instructions to present it to the federal 
grand jury. . 

No indictments were ever returned and the case collapsed under 
somewhat mysterious circumstances. The public was never given 
an adequate explanation of what happened. 

Only now, with the war over, can the full story be told. It 
speaks none too well for the claims made by The Tribune at the 
time of being vindicated by the failure of the grand jury to act. 

The complaint made by the Navy Department 
Broken Code in'the case was that the Chicago paper, through 
the publication of a news story gained by questionable methods, 
had revealed to the Japs that we had broker their secret code. | 

We had, in fact, broken the Japanese code, and it was through 
information obtained in this way that we knew in advance of the 
Jap naval plans for attacking Midway. That is how it came about 
that we were waiting for them when they struck and were able 
to deliver to them the first startling defeat of the war. . 

Navy officials were gravely concerned at the time that The 
Tribune story had disclosed to the Japs that we had broken their. 
code. If this were true, our Navy would have been set back for 


at least six months, high officials felt. 
| : It was on this basis that an indictment was sought 
Knox View against the publication. : 

After looking into the case former Attorney General Mitchell 
went to the late Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox and told him 
that an indictment against the Chicago paper could not be made 
to stand on the simple grounds of having published a story giving 
the inside facts on the Battle of Midway. \ 

To gain a conviction, he explained, it would be necessary to 
bring out the full evidence in relation to our breaking of the 
Japanese code. In other words, the Navy would have to make an 
open acknowledgment in court of what it had done, and thus serve 
notice on the enemy that we were in possession of their code secrets. 

Secretary Knox, assuming that the Japs had Leen tipped off 
by The Tribune story, at first consented to the presentation of 
the evidence. The Navy was prepared to send its representatives 
before the grand jury to tell how the paper got the story, how 
it was used without being cleared through the censors, and what 
the implications of the whole incident were. 

Later, however, it was necessary for Mr. Knox to withdraw his 
consent for the introduction of the vital evidence when it developed 
that the Japs were continuing to use their same old code. 

Although the paper had done a damaging act, it was deemed 
unwise to bring the matter into the open so long as it appeared 
the Japs had not benefited by the publication of the highly secret 
information. “ 

Whether the Japs ultimately got wise and changed their code as 
a result of the story being published here has not been officially 
certified. : | 

But in any event, the effect of clamping down on Mr. Mitchell 
with respect to the most important information he was prepared 
to submit to the grand jury caused the case to collapse. 

Denied the right to present what he considered to be the really 
vital evidence in the case, he had nothing to stand on. He has 
since told close friends of his chagrin over being led down a blind 


alley by the Navy. 

: It must be admitted, though, that the Navy fol- 
Wise Course i5.ni the caly wise courte Wat wis doen fo t 
at the time. Regardless of the violation of national security that 
may have been commited by the paper, the Navy could ill afford 
to prosecute when to do so would make certain that the Japs were 
informed of what we had accomplished. 

Thus, in this way, did the Chicago paper, long noted for its 
rabid isolationism, escape prosecution for its act. Had it been 
possible to tell the full story to the grand jury, there seems little 
doubt .hat it would have been indicted, and it is inconceivable that 
any trial jury could have acquitted the paper for its performance. 

The country and The Tribune are just lucky that the Japs 
did not have a better spy system here to pass on the information 
to them.

NEW YORK—The current trou- 
ble along the New York water- 
front has long been anticipated 
by Joseph Ryan, the president of 
the International Longshoremen’s 
Association of the AFL, as a Com- 
munist invasion of the Atlantic 
coast ports. Ryan’s union was 
driven out of most of the west 
coast ports in 1937 and Harry 
Bridges took control.. Ryan, how- 
ever, maintained his position on 
the east coast although, during the 
war, he and his AFL friends 
watched with apprehension many 
covert maneuvers of Bridges’ CIO 
Longshoremen to invade the At- 
lantic ‘ports.

The Navy clamped down secrecy 
on the log-books of the ships and 
official reports turned in by the 
young commanding officers of the 
armed guard details, so that the 
public could not learn of outrage- 
ous and often threatening deport- 
ment by Communist merchant sea- 
men, many of them aliens. These 
logs should now be available. How- 
ever, like many other records 
which the Communist wing of the | 
Roosevelt Democratic party wants 
to suppress, they may be stored 
in warehouses in obscure places 
and presently conveniently de- 
stroyed by fires, floods or mice. 


Nevertheless, on the basis of 
Navy intelligence reports, it is pos- 
sible to state that insubordination 
is a mild word for the defiant and 
provocative conduct of many such 
seafaring Communists. 


LATER, according to the new 
Communist policy of corrupting 
the patriotism of the American en- 
listed bluejacket, the attitude of 
the Communist merchant seamen 
changed. Now they attempted to 
draw the Navy men into freterni- 
zation by sharing their luxurious 
rations with them and even, in 
some cases, taking “up cash col- 
lections for division among them. 


All this time, Adm, Emory Land, 
of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion, and a group of New Deal 
house pets, who enjoyed social re- 
lations with the Roosevelts, were 
coddling Curran’s union in New 
York and other eastern ports. 
Land’s explanation is that he was 
glad to play along with ’Curran’s 
associates, whom he openly re- 
garded as Communists, in the in- 
terests of efficiency with a mini- 
mum of friction. 


IN SEPT., 1943, Curran’s union 
established picket lines in New 
York demanding the suppression 
of these dispatches, because of the 
disclosures. At that time, cargo 
vessels were hard up for sailors, 
but Curran’s union, nevertheless, 
unwisely insisted that there were 
2,500 sailors ashore with no more 
important business than picketing. 
The Industrial Worker, a Trotsky 
Communist paper, sent an old-time 
sailor to canvas the line and re- 
ported that of 12 men whom he 
accosted five were department 
Store workers, two paid officials 
of Communist unions, one em- 
ployee of the Communist Daily 
Worker, one a harbor sailor and 


'two were sailors who had scab- 
bed a genuine strike of seamen. 
There was one active, legitimate 


merchant sailor among the 12. 

“The purpose of the picket line,” 
the Industrial Worker said, “is a 
direct blow to everything the 
union man holds dear. Pegler 
could not expose corruptionism if 
none existed. Issuing cards to 
Union Square floozies and calling 
them stewardesses; issuing cards 
to unemployed garment workers 
and vast hordes of subway sailors, 
the comrats packed every rank 
and file meeting and machined 
their stooges into office.”

“The entire history of the com- 
pany'’s development has been a 
' record of finding new and bet- 
ter ways to feed America eco- 
nomically,” he said, “and all signs 
point to our 87th year as the most 
progressive in that direction.”

In the realm of new develop- 
ments, Vinson pointed to expan- 
sion of inland distribution of fresh 
seafood as a result of the com- 
pany’s successful experimentation 
with equipment for freezing these 

roducts and shipping them safe- 
y over ion routes. Another 
phase of modern merchandising to 
be extended involves the move- 
ment of dairy foods from natural 
production areas to all parts of 
the nation.

STOCK SALES 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—(#) — 
John L. Lewis put props under a 
shaky stock market today when 
he called off the six-state soft 
coal strike considered one of the 
most serious threats to reconver- 
sion. 


Prices were uneven from the 
start but around midday announce- 
ment of the labor decree quickly 
changed the picture. Steels led 
the comeback, followed by rails, 
liquors, utilities, rubbers and gold 
mines. Gains, running to more 
than three points at the best, were 
reduced or cancelled in numerous 
cases at the close although plus 
signs had the better of the argu- 
ment. Sizable blocks of low-quoted 
issues again aided volume which 
totaled 1,800,000 shares compared 
with 1,630,000 Tuesday. 


Brokers were a bit disappointed 
that the rally was not more pro- 
nounced. The explanation was 
that many customers remained ex- 
ceptionally cautious because the 
list acted a bit top-heavy and 
showed symptons of a technical 
correction being in the offing. 
Earnings, dividends, tax hopes and 
inflation thinking persisted as the 
main bullish inspiration. 


Mining stocks revived partly on 
rumors the official gold price 
might. be lifted. Liquors still 
were buoyed by the outlook for 
a profits when taxes are 
cut. 

The bond market turned some- 
what irregular in late trading to- 
day, after hovering in close quar- 
ters most of the forenoon. 

Forward curb movers were Bow- 
man-Biltmore first preferred, Elec- 
tric Bond & Share, Venezuelan 
Petroleum, Aluminum of America 
and Aero Equipment. The aggre- 
gate here was 870,000 shares versus 
610,000 yesterday.
